POCKET GOPHERS 

In response to many recent en- 
quiries this letter and the one next 
week will deal with this pest. 
Pocket gophers are stout-bodied | 
and short legged, with blunt heads, | 
conspicuous incisor teeth, and ex- 
ternal, fur-lined pouches for carry- | 
ing food. They have brownish 
coats. small eyes and ears, short. 
nearly naked tails. Although pocket 
gophers and moles differ in both 
Structure and mode of work, their 
workings are sometimes confused, 
but their habits and the methods 
for their control are essentially the 
Same. The pocket gopher is strictly 
an inhabitant of the soil, living in 
burrows of its own construction. 
never climbing and only seldom 
coming out on the surface of the 
ground. It digs clean cut round tun- 
nels, about 2 inches in diameter. 
these are more or less parallel with 
the ground and from 6 to 14 inches, | 
but deeper in places. The earth) 
from these is pushed out on the, 
surface through short lateral tun- 
nels. This results in a sevies of 
rounded mounds which by their 
position, often give a clue to the 
location of the main tunel The 
burrow system of a pocket gopher 
may be many yards in length. Or- 
dinarily each system is inhabited 
by a single gopher, altnough the 
young may remain in the tunnel 
occupied by the mother for a time 
after leaving the nest. ‘The averaae 
litter is between 5 and 6, but may 
vary from 1 to 13. Pocket gophers 
and moles do immediate damage to 
man’s interests through destruction 
of root crowns in alfalfa and hay 
fields, and by eating the roots of 
flower and garden plants.
